Subject: If I were a Republican 


The Administration’ s hope that bi-partisanship can be achieved in foreign 
policy is entirely understandable. 

However, that hope will never be realized by standing pat and declaring 
that the U.S. position has not deteriorated and that the Russians are not, at pre- 
sent, carrying the ball for important yardage. There is too much evidence to 
the contrary. 

What the Administration should seek is some bold new course which the 
Democrats will be compelled to accept. Also, of course, as a matter of consis- 
tency and common sense, one which strengthens the Western Alliance. 

Can there be such a policy? 

There is such a policy, ready made, and signed and sealed by the country’ s 
leading Democrats including Messrs. Truman, Stevenson, Harriman, Kefauver, 
Marshall, Byrnes, Clayton and Lehman. 

I refer to ‘ ‘The Declaration of Atlantic Unity’ ’ which is even more valid 
today than when it was issued 14 months ago. 

It was signed also, of course, by leading Republicans - politicians, business- 
men and educators. 

If the Administration now adopts the Declaration as official policy, the Demo- 
crats will be forced to accept it (or eat their own signatures) and any Democratic 
attacks on foreign policy will be that much less effective. 

Also, in view of the signatures to the Declaration from outside the U.S., there 
is every hope that its terms can be made acceptable to our Allies. 

Therefore, if I were a Republican, I would find some means to place this 
proposed policy before Ike and Dulles forthwith. I would figure it would be good 
(a) for the country and (b) for the G.O.P. 
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
